heartache, it was a time 
for celebration. On 
July 8, days after her 
split from Scott Disick, 
Kourtney Kardashian, 
clad in a Tinkerbell 
costume, gathered 
friends and family at 
Disneyland in honor of 
daughter Penelope’s 
3rd birthday. The 
smiling group rode the 
merry-go-round, posed 
for photos and tucked 
into ice cream sundaes. 
Noticeably absent? 
Penelope’s dad, Disick, 
who friends say isn’t 
exactly wallowing in 
sorrow. “He’s not upset 
that the relationship is 
over because ‘over’ 
doesn’t always mean 
‘over,’ ” says a source 
close to the reality 
star, pointing to the 
couple’s many ups and 
downs in their nine- 
year relationship. “He 
feels he can apologize 
and that everything can 
be okay.” Meanwhile 
Kardashian, 36, is — >

focusing on her children (she and 
Disick are also parents to sons 
Mason, 5, and Reign, 7 months) — 
and on her career. ''Kourtney is very 
professional,” says an insider. On 
July 10, the same day Disick 
was spotted in his native Long 
Island, she filmed scenes for 
Keeping Up with the 
Kardashians. Her bond with 
her sisters has been 
a source of comfort. ''Kim 
and Khloe are helping 
her,” says the insider. 

"Though things are difficult 
now, everyone knows 
sheJl be fine.” 

Unfortunately Disick's future is 
not as clear-cut. He has struggled 
with alcohol abuse and is scheduled 
to host a nightclub appearance on 
July 18 in Atlantic City. "Scott insists 
that his drinking is under control,” 
says the Disick source. "Fm worried 
about him. When he's sought 


treatment [in the past], it's been 
after an ultimatum [from Kourtney]. 
If his relationship is over, there's no 
real incentive for him to get himself 
together.” And the 32-year-old, who 
has feuded with members of the 
Kardashian family over the years, 
now has even fewer 
people in his corner. 

"Kris [Jenner] is furious,” 
says the Disick source, 
who adds that Kim's 
husband, Kanye West, 
is also upset over his 
actions. Says the insider: 
"Kourtney's family feels 
she deserves so much 
better. They're urging her not to take 
him back.” For her part Kardashian 
is resolute. "Kourtney is more angry 
and disappointed than sad,” says the 
insider. "She has been let down by 
Scott many times. But this time 
she's done.” —With reporting by Pernilla

John Stamos is set for a banner 201 5. He’s the 


lead in FOX’s fall comedy Grandfathered and is 
producing and starring in the Full House spin- 
off Fuller House. But in the midst of his career 
renaissance, the actor, 51, shocked fans by 
checking into a residential program for the 
treatment of substance abuse. “He’s focusing 
on his health,” says a source, who adds that 
Stamos went through “a hard time” after his 
mother, Loretta, died last September. There 
have been signs of his alcohol use in the past 
(he was arrested for a DU I on June 12 and has 
admitted he was “plastered” during a 2007 
talk show appearance), but “if something was 
going on behind the scenes, he never let it 
show at work,” says an insider who recently 
worked with Stamos. And even though a pal 
admits Stamos is “lonely,” the source says he’s 
focused on the “big year 
ahead of him. He knows he 
needs to take care of 
himself.”

While much fuss has been made over Ben Afflecks 
caped costume in Batman v Superman: Dawn of 
Justice, the actors wedding band— back on his ring 
finger— also caused quite a stir on July 11 at Comic- 
Con in San Diego, where he was promoting the film. 

Friends say the rings (Affleck has worn his off and on; 

Jennifer Garner has been spotted wearing hers) are 
symbolic of the united front the two are trying to 
keep for the sake of their kids Violet, 9, Seraphina, 6, 
and Samuel, 3, in the wake of their June 30 
announcement that they are divorcing. “The kids are 
a big part of why they’re still wearing them,” a source 
says of the rings. “Theyjust want them to be okay.” 

Lately the kids have been in Atlanta with Garner, who 
has kept a lower profile while shooting Miracles from 
Heaven. Affleck, 42, stayed in a guesthouse on 
Garners rental property on a four-day visit before 
Comic-Con and “plans to be there with them as 
much as he can,” says a source close to the couple. 

“He’s playing Mr. Mom, and that is what he wants to 
do. As difficult as it is, from what we’ve seen, it’s pretty 
amicable.” As they divide their assets in mediation, 
a divorce filing “isn’t too far off,” the source adds. 

In Atlanta Affleck visited a museum with 
Violet while Garner, 43, took Samuel for a 
haircut. “She was smiling and just chatting us 
up,” barber Walter Thomas says. “Her son is a 
great kid.” Garner herself “is doing great. 

The kids are with her, which is all she wants,” 
adds a close friend. “She’s as strong as ever.”

It is not known if LINZESS is safe and effective in 
children. 

What is the most important information I should know 
about LINZESS? 

• Do not give LINZESS to children who are under 6 years 
of age. It may harm them. 

• You should not give LINZESS to children 6 to 1 7 years 
of age. It may harm them. 

Who should not take LINZESS? 

• Do not give LINZESS to children who are under 6 years 
of age. 

• Do not take LINZESS if a doctor has told you that you have 
a bowel blockage (intestinal obstruction). 

What should I tell my doctor before taking LINZESS? 

Before you take LINZESS, tell your doctor: 

• If you have any other medical conditions. 

• If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not 
known if LINZESS will harm your unborn baby. 

• If you are breastfeeding or plan to breastfeed. It is not 
known if LINZESS passes into your breast milk. Talk with 
your doctor about the best way to feed your baby, if you 
take LINZESS. 

• About all the medicines you take, including prescription 
and non-prescription medicines, vitamins and herbal 
supplements. 

How should I take LINZESS? 

• Take LINZESS exactly as your doctor tells you to take it. 

• Take LINZESS one time each day on an empty stomach, at 
least 30 minutes before your first meal of the day. 

• Swallow LINZESS capsules whole. Do not break or chew 
the capsules. 

• If you miss a dose, skip the missed dose. Just take the next 
dose at your regular time. Do not take 2 doses at the same 
time. 


What are the possible side effects of LINZESS? 
LINZESS can cause serious side effects, including; 

• Diarrhea is the most common side effect of LINZESS, 
and it can sometimes be severe. Diarrhea often begins 
within the first 2 weeks of LINZESS treatment. 

• Stop taking LINZESS and call your doctor right away 
if you get severe diarrhea during treatment with 
LINZESS. 

Other common side effects of LINZESS include: 

• gas 

• stomach-area (abdomen) pain 

• swelling, or a feeling of fullness or pressure in your 
abdomen (distention) 

Tell your doctor if you have any side effect that bothers you 
or that does not go away. These are not all the possible side 
effects of LINZESS.

How should I store LINZESS?

The dashing Egyptian actor, also known for 
Doctor Zhivago, suffered a heart attack in Cairo 

After beginning his career in the 1950s by appearing in films in 
his native Egypt, Omar Sharif, who was born Michael Chalhoub, 
made his way to Hollywood. Known best for his Oscar-nominated 
role as Sherif Ali in the 1962 epic Lawrence of Arabia, he is also 
remembered for his parts in Doctor Zhivago, for which he won a 
Golden Globe, and Funny Girl, in which he starred alongside 
Barbra Streisand. He returned home later in life, dying July 10 in 
Cairo, where he was buried. “I feel lucky to have had the 
opportunity to work with Omar, and Tm profoundly sad to hear 
of his passing,” Streisand tells People. Sharif is survived by his son, 
Tarek El-Sharif, who revealed in May that his father suffered from 
Alzheimer’s disease and was having a hard time remembering the 
names of his movies and costars. His last major American film 
credit is 2004’s Hidalgo. In addition to being an esteemed actor, 
Sharif spoke five languages and was a highly ranked bridge 
player, writing multiple books on the game.

Readers who 
remember 
Atticus Finch as a bastion 
of goodness are in for a 
rude awakening in this 
follow-up to Lee's classic, 
To Kill a Mockingbird. 

In Go Set a Watchman, an 
adult Scout— now called 
by her given name, Jean 
Louise— returns home 
to Maycomb, Ala., from 
New York City to visit her 
ailing father. Lee's 
writing is comforting and 
familiar, and 26-year-old 
Jean Louise is as much of 
a spitfire as her young 
counterpart, stirring up 


small-town trouble by 
swimming with a man at 
night and insisting 
marriage isn't for her. 

But while Jean Louise 
is recognizable, her dad 
has been transformed. 
The man who taught his 
daughter right from 
wrong is now an ex-Klan 
member who's part of a 
council championing 
segregation. “Do you 
want Negroes by the car- 
load in our schools and 
churches and theaters?" 
Atticus asks at one point. 
“Do you want them in our 
world?" It's shocking 
rhetoric from the honor-

Two years later Moc/fzn^- 
bird was born and with 
it the Atticus F inch who 
captured our hearts. 

So read Watchman as 


a separate novel, not as 
a sequel. On its own it's 
a deftly written tale about 
1950s bigotry and a young 
woman coping with 
the revelation that her 
father is not the hero 
she thought he was. And 
as you're reading, give 
thanks for Lee's long-ago 
editor— who took a good 
novel and saw the poten-

All Defendants deny any 
wrongdoing. Settlements have been reached with 
Teva and DRL. The lawsuit will continue against the 
Non-Settling Defendants. 

Are You Affected? As a consumer, you may be a 
member of the End-Payor Class on behalf of which 
the Settlements were reached if you purchased or paid 
for some or all of the purchase price for Nexium and/ 
or its generic equivalent in AZ, CA, FL, lA, KS, MA, 
ME, MI, MN, MS, NE, NV, NM, NY, NC, ND, OR, 
RI, SD, TN, UT (while a resident or citizen of UT), 
VT, WI, WV, and/or District of Columbia from April 
14, 2008 onward, in capsule form, for consumption 
by yourself or your family. If you are obligated to pay 
a tiered co-payment (i.e., a co-payment amount that 
differs between brand and generic prescriptions) or 
you are obligated to pay a percentage of the purchase 
price, you are in the Class. Certain third-party payors 
are also members of the Class.

A manda Peterson was just 16 when 
Can’t Buy Me Love made her, for a 
moment, the most popular high 
school student in the country. As 
a cheerleader in the 1987 comedy, 
she captivated Gen-X movie fans with 
her all-American beauty and chemistry 
with Patrick Dempsey, who starred as 
a nerd paying her to pretend to be his 
girlfriend. Offscreen Peterson “was just 
so much fun,” says her mother, Sylvia.

But stardom and good times didn't 
last. After dropping out of the spotlight 
more than 20 years ago, the 43-year-old 
mom of two was found dead in her 
Greeley, Colo., apartment on July 5, 
leaving her family, fans and costars 
reeling.

There is a Settlement in a class action lawsuit filed against

Yellow Brass Fittings”). A separate settlement involving 
properties in Las Vegas, Nevada has been reached. (Get 
more info at the website below.) 

What does the Settlement provide? 

Eligible property owners can get benefits for certain property 
damage, such as leaks or fiow problems. This includes 
reimbursement for past repairs and repairs that become 
necessary in the future. The Settlement will also pay (1) 
the costs of notice and administration, (2) special service 
awards to the Class Representatives, and (3) attorneys’ fees 
and costs. 

How can I get benefits? 

Submit a Claim Form by mail. The timing to file a claim 
varies. However, if you previously had property damage, 
you need to file a claim within six months after the Settlement 
is approved. For future property damage, you will need to 
file a claim within six months after the damage occurs. The 
amount of any benefits you may receive will depend on the 
amount and type of included property that you own and the 
damage you have experienced and/or repairs or replacement 
needed. The claims period will run for five years from when 
the Settlement is approved. Additional details are in the 
Settlement Agreement available on the website. 

What are my rights? 

Even if you do nothing, you will be bound by the Court’s 
decisions. If you want to keep your right to sue Uponor 
and/or the Other Defendants yourself, you must exclude 
yourself from the Settlement by August 19, 2015. You will 
give up the possibility of receiving Settlement benefits, but 
you will not be bound by the Court’s orders. If you stay in 
the Settlement, you may object to it by August 19, 2015.

The Court will hold a hearing on September 8, 2015 to 
consider whether to approve the Settlement, a request for 
attorneys’ fees and costs up to $7.5 million, and special 
service payments of $5,000 per home or homeowners’ 
association to each of the Class Representatives. You or 
your own lawyer may appear and speak at the hearing at 
your own expense.

Ashlee Martinson killed her parents in cold blood before locking her siblings 
in a bedroonn. Did her obsession with death drive her to kill? %K.C BAKER 


ike a lot of 17-year-old girls, Ashlee 
Martinson thought her parents were 
too strict and argued with them over 
her curfew, her phone and her boy- 
friend, says neighbor Roy Rasmussen. 
But the ''wonderful, bubbly girl, full of 
life” he first met when the family moved 
into a two-story home in the rural, 
woodsy town of Piehl, Wise., had a 
twisted, macabre, dark side: Under the 


screen name Vampchick, she spent 
hours writing about death and dying. 
And on March 8 a story darker than any 
of her bloody ramblings unfolded when 
police responded to three 911 cell 
phone hang-ups and found Ashlee's 
three sisters, ages 9, 8 and 2, alone in the 
house with their slain parents, Jennifer 
and Thomas Ayers. Police say Ashlee 
fatally stabbed her mother and shot and 
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killed her stepfather, locking her sisters 
in a room with snacks and juice before 
fleeing, according to court records. “I 
never expected what happened to have 
happened,” says Thomas's brother Don 
Ayers. 'This shocked me to the core.” 

Since a nationwide manhunt led to 
Ashlee's arrest in Indiana later that day, 
along with her boyfriend, Ryan Sisco, 22, 
those closest to the teen wonder if her 
obsession with death, coupled with the 
fact that her parents had forbidden her 
to date the much older Sisco, drove her 
to kill. On June 29 Ashlee pleaded not 
guilty by reason of mental disease or 
defect to two counts of first-degree 
intentional homicide and three counts 
of false imprisonment. (Sisco has not 
been implicated in the murders.) Says 
Ayers: "Sadly, this has 
changed everybody's lives.” 

It was supposed to be a 
fresh start for the family: In 
2014 Ashlee and her siblings 
settled into small-town life 
after Jennifer, 40, married 
Thomas, 37, whom she'd met 
online. Ashlee, a junior at 
Rhinelander High School, 
often helped care for her siblings— Jen- 
nifer's 2-year-old daughter with 
Thomas and his daughters from a previ- 
ous marriage— says Rasmussen, who 
lived nearby. "Her parents restricted 


how much she could go out with friends 
and took her phone away all the time,” 
he says. "They were very strict.” When 
he saw her the day before the murders, 
"I did not recognize the girl who 
showed up here. She was distant. 
Something happened. To me, all these 
things she had put online were a cry 
for help.” 

The day of her parents' murders 
played out like a horror scene she'd 
written: When Thomas arrived home, 
a fight broke out about Ashlee's boy- 
friend, according to court documents. 
Her sister revealed that after Thomas 
pounded on Ashlee's door, she heard 
two gunshots— and saw Jennifer race 
upstairs, where she and Ashlee began 
flghting. Then a bloodied and bleeding 
Ashlee, carrying a knife and 
gun, told the girls they were 
going to pretend to camp 
and put them into a bed- 
room, tying a cord around 
the door to lock them inside. 

As Ashlee remains in jail, 
held on a $750,000 cash 
bond, her shattered family 
waits for her next court date 
in September— and wonders if they'll 
ever understand. "We are just waiting 
for answers,” says Ayers. "But we may 
never really know what happened or 
why. Only Ashlee does.” •

I imagine it's the same sort of satisfac- 
tion a carpenter gets in being able to 
make a really good chair and thinking 
when he's done, T made that.' " 

Born in Lancashire, England, 
McKellen discovered his passion for 
acting during his first trip to the theater 
with his parents. “I enjoyed what I was 
watching so much that I wanted to see 
how it was done," he says. But there was 
another aspect of the craft that 
appealed to him. Feeling he “wasn't 
truly allowed" to be himself because of 
his sexual orientation, McKellen found 
acting allowed him the 
opportunity to “run away 
from real life."

McKellen felt a major shift 
in his work after he revealed 
he is gay.
